Town worships a week after attack 


‘We choose life; says pastor whose daughter died

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, 
Texas — Hundreds of 
people gathered in the tiny 
town of Sutherland Springs 
for the first Sunday service 
since a gunman stormed the 
First Baptist Church and 
killed more than two dozen 
people in the worst mass 
shooting in Texas history. 
Pastor Frank Pomeroy 
led an emotional sermon 
that called on mourners to 
worship in the face of evil. 
“Rather than choose 
darkness as that young 


man did that day, we choose 
life,” said Pomeroy, whose 
14-year-old daughter was 
among those killed in the 
Nov. 5 rampage. His voice 
cracked as he spoke about 
losing his child. 

“I know everyone who 
gave their life that day,” 
he said, pausing to gather 
himself. “Some of whom 
were my best friends and 
my daughter.” He paused to 
wipe his eyes. “I guarantee 
they are dancing with Jesus 
today.” 

The crowd stood, clapped 
and raised their hands to 
heaven as Pomeroy spoke. 


The initial plan was to 
hold the service at the com- 
munity center next to the 
First Baptist Church. But 
it can only accommodate a 
few dozen people, and when 
organizers realized hun- 
dreds planned to attend, 
the service was moved to a 
massive white tent erected 
in a baseball field. 

So many people turned 
up that the tent’s side flaps 
had to be opened so that 
those who couldn’t get a 
seat could see and hear 
what was going on inside.

CIA ex: 
Flattery 
sways 
Trump

MANILA, PHILIPPINES — 
A day after being criticized 
by President Donald Trump, 
a former CIA director ques- 
tioned whether Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
was manipulating Trump 
with flattery during the pres- 
ident’s lengthy trip to Asia. 

Trump’s trip was meant 
to be centered on trade and 
North Korea, and today, he 
will talk with Philippine 
President Rodrigo Duterte, 
who has overseen a bloody 
drug war that has featured 
extrajudicial killings. But 
Trump remains dogged by 
things he has said, and not 
said, about Russia. 

He tried to have it both 
ways Sunday on the issue of 
Russian interference in last 
year’s presidential race, say- 
ing he believes both the U.S. 
intelligence agencies when 
they say Russia meddled and 
Putin’s sincerity in claiming 
that his country did not. 

“T believe that he feels that 
he and Russia did not med- 
dle in the election,” Trump 
said in Hanoi, Vietnam.

World War II 


US. joined 
war in Europe 
via N. Africa

On November 8, 1942, 
an Allied invasion force hit 
the shores of North Africa 
during World War II. 

The attack would be the 
first test of U.S. troops in 
the European theater of 
combat, initially facing 
Vichy French foes, but 
later, battle-hardened Ger- 
man troops. 

The invasions of Mo- 
rocco and Algeria were 
designed to open a second 
front, easing pressure on 
the Russians who were 
battling a German inva- 
sion.

Lake Erie wind farm 
plan gains supporters

North America’s first 
freshwater offshore wind 
farm scheduled to be con- 
structed in Lake Erie next 
year is receiving a strong 
boost from electrical and 
steel union workers, en- 
trepreneurs and business 
owners who support the 
project’s job-creation and 
clean energy potential. 

The supporters turned 
out in large numbers for a 
public hearing last week at 
Cleveland City Hall. By the 
end of the 3%-hour hear- 
ing, a rough count of the 
40-plus speakers showed 
supporters outnumbered 
opponents of the project by

Certification by the Ohio 
Power Siting Board is re- 
quired before construction 
can begin on the $126 mil- 
lion, six-turbine wind farm 
planned for a site about 
eight to 10 miles northwest 
of Cleveland in Lake Erie. 

In the meantime, the 
Lake Erie Energy Develop- 
ment Corp., the nonprofit 
development group that 
is guiding the project, will 
be monitoring and analyz- 
ing the potential impact of 
the turbines on birds, bats 
and fish. The testing will be 
done at the lake site prior 
to the start of construction, 
during construction and 
after the wind farm is built 
and operational. 
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
